Formation: Big Circle of pairs 
1-8 Circle Left 

9-16 Circle Right 
17-24 Forward & Back 
25-32 Forward & Back 
33-40 Face Partner and DoSaDo 
41-48 Pass Partner and go to the Next 
49-64 Promenade
